"The Russian secret police Uave always 


been popular stork characters in sensa- 
tional novels," s.aid n man who generally 
'knows what he is talking about, "but, of 
course, the average reader has bib private 
doubts about such people, really existing. 
That, let me inform you, Is.where tbe 
average reader is mistaken. During tke 
reiga of the late czar, when nihilism was 
rampant and refugees were coming here 
by the shipload, the imperial govern- 
mc^Bt had a small arciy of spits all over 
the world to keep truck ot the movements 
of exiled revolutionary -leaders. It was 
Iheir business to ingratiate themselves 
with the suspects, pretend sympathy with 
the canse and post the officials as to any 
miswliiof that might be hatcuiug abroad. 


"A number of years ago,-to cite a case 


in pojnt which can't harm anybody sit 
present, I made the acquaintance ot 
.a little Russian watchmaker who lived 
on Bourboi) street and was a remarkably 
.well edtKjateJ and .interesting fellow. We 
meet so many weft educated foreigners, 
however, in ail kinds of stations that I 
never suspeetptl there was anything out 
of the commonplace in this man's history 
until one day when.we were tateoig din- 
ner together bo suddenly burst'into' tears. 
!I was astouishedt and lie told me,- in 
irnuck agitation, that the day. was the an- 
niversary of the death of his brother and 
,that he had been trying in. vain all rnorfl- 
jins to.control himself. The brother was 
ihapged at St. Petersburg for complicity 
in the assassination' of the. C.zar! One* 
the ice was Broken tbe little man 'made 
me to sotae extent his: copfictant, and I 
learned many curious things about the 
Inihilist refugees. He was the son of :i 
'•Russian gentleman of wealth;, but 'l^6 
!tnost children of the upper classes, he 
:bad been taught a trade. Consequently 
he had .watchmaking to fall back on 
when he was forced to fly with many oth- 
er revolutionists after the czar was killed. 


"However, to get back to the secret 


Service: There were at that time ten or a 
'dozen nihilist refugees in New Orleans, 
and they used to meet regularly in a 
room on Conti street to talk things over. 
One day a new exile turned up in the per- 
reon of a young^iuan who claimed to have 
|been run out of Sloscow'as a suspect. 
^He was not a member of the order, but 
he professed warm sympathy for it and 
was gradually accepted as a comrade by 
Ithe others. I used to hear a great deal 
about him from tbe little watchmaker, 
,wbo was naturally generous and unsus- 
'picious aod had been impressed by his 
.zeal and.enthusiasm. That sort of thing 
:went on for four or five months. Then 
«ne night my friend, the .nihilist, came to 
.me in great excitement and told me the 
new recruit was a Russian spy. 
I 


couldn't beHeve it: it sounded too melo- 
dramatic, but he showed me a letter that 
was conrinctqg.' It came from a reliable 
correspondent in Germany, inclosed the 
fellow's photograph and gave his com- 
plete record. He was a secret agent of 
iBOme note. Luckily he hadn't been taken 
'into full confidence, so he had learned 
nothing worth telling, and while the oth- 
;ers were debating what to 'do with him 
'be suddenly took the alarm and decamp- 
ed between suns. Had he remained he 
,would undoubtedly have tnet with an ac- 
cident, aud I suppose I would have l^ea 
an accessory 'before the fact. That waa 
rthe case that came under my personal ob- 
iservation. Oo another occasion a Rus- 
pian spy cnme here to locate a couple of 
imhiUsts who bad been journalists in St. 
[Petersburg. He found one of -them work- • 
'ing in a sboeshog,-'disclosed his identity 
ifrankly and told'the refugee to be per- 
fectly tranquil. He, said he was-sending 
l|n fake reports; to, .the government simply 
jto get expense money .and, proposed that 
jthey work up a b*g nihilist scare atyJ di- 
jvide what they coul'd squeeze out of the 
secret service bureau.

Ara«rlc«u Society of MuuielpiU Im- 


provement 


Editor of the Transcript: 


The meetings of this society held in 


Milwaukee, August 28 to 31 inclusive, 
were Conducted entirely along lines in- 
dicated in its name.

Boston, Mass.; Burlinlgton, Iowa; Cin- 
cinnati, 0.; dhampaign, III.; Chicago, 
111.; Cleveland, O.; Columbus, O.; Cou- 
cord, N. H.; Duluth, Minn.; Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; Indianapolis, Ind.; I/a- 
fayette, Ind.; Milwaukee, Wis.; Min- 
neapolis, Minrt; Nashville, Tenn.; New

Peoria, 111.; Rochester, iN. Y.; St. Louis, 
Mo.; Sheboygan, Wift; Toronto, Ont.;

On Tuesday afternooni C. C. Brown, 


C. E., of Blooming-ton, 111., read a 
paper treating upon methods of col- 
lecting "municipal data," August Her- 
man, commissioner of water Works of 
Cincinnati, O., one upon "Municipal 
Statistics," anki Mr. M. N. Baiter of the 
Engineering News, one upon "Uni- 
form Aocounting «und National Muni- 
cipal Statistics." The trend of these 
three emphasized the need, of a uni- 
form system of account «nd reptort id 
order that conditions, methods and ex- 
penses of different clashes of work in 
different cities may be compared, er- 
rors exposed or corrected, and a m\.Te 
ready benefit obtained from others ex- 
perience. 


A paper upon "Cement Testing for 


Municipal Works" was read from Hor- 
ace Andrews, M. Am. Soc. C. E., ex- 
city engineer" of Albany, N. Y. It spoke 
'of the necessities 
of testing, 
and 


enumerated the difficulties of every 
city which desires to know of the 
quality of its cement, but has no test- 
ing apparatus of its own, or, as is very 
frequently the case, has riot time to 
make the test without delaying the 
work whereinl the cement is- to be used. 
Mr. Andrews rec'ommended that test- 
ing laboratories be established 
and 


that their certificate accompany the 
vement. 


Prominent in the work of the con- 


vention was the attention given to 
street paving, a paper 
being read 


upon each of the different forms. 


Geo. 
W. Tillson M. Am. Soc. C. T., 


Princ. Aast. Engrinneer, department of 
highways, borough of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
treated "Asphalt pavements," followed 
by W. H. Brpadhurs-t, chemist, Dept. 
of highways, New York city, who spoke 
'of "Chemical teats of Asphalt mix- 
tures." Discussion upon these papers 
showed that asphalt pavings are very 
popular in the larger cities, and are 
belr,lg~laid for-heavy traffic. The pre- 
vailing argument in its favor being its 
exemption from noise. The problem of 
maintenance is a serious one particu- 
larly for small cities, this with the 
grade conditions make it a'n Impractic- 
able pavement for North Adame. 


E. A. Fisher, city engineer of Roch- 


ester, N. Y., read a paper uponl "Medina 
Stone Bl'ock Pavings" and Josiah A. 
Briggs, chief engineer de-1. of high- 
ways, borough of Bronx New York city 
gave

in which engineers' 


have lost no confidence, and are very 
generally adopted in places of great 
wear, if a rough noisy roadbed IB not 
objectionable. 


E. A. Kimmler, Assl. city enginfeer of 


Columbus, O., presented the subject of 
"Brick Pavings." At the close of this 
paper a letter was read from the Na- 
tional Brick Manlufactwers' associa- 
tion and in accordance with its sug- 
gestions provision was made for a con- 
ference committee to consider best 
specifications for brick and brick pav- 
inlgs. 


No subject was treated of more prac- 


tical importance to North Adams than 
that of the purification of sewage, for 
it is recognized that, at some time, 
possibly not far away, tl-.s city will be 
called upon to treat its sewngu, and wo 
are fortunate in being able to wait and 
uatch the experience, experiments, and 
discussions that are now it^vestigatlncr 
the subject. Much interest was shown 
by competent men, and tho consensus 
Of opinion seems to look with much 
confidence on the "septic tank" system, 
in that it does Its work satisfactorily, 
econbmically.

also been shot, but the details are not 
known, nor can the «xact number be 
ascertained, but K IB probable that 25 
were killed. 
$ome of thase were shot 


for failing to halt when ordered to do 
BO, and othsra were' shot for vandalism. 


The ruins of the heavier brick buildings 


have not yet been searched for the dead, 
and there is a large number in them. 
In the mase of rybbleh which marks 
the site of ttie E.UC48 terrace boarding 
house, 40 or 60 peop"le>were killed out- 
right, and their bodies are still in tho 
ruing. 
The orphans' home, on the 


beach, is totally demolished. 
Ninety- 


two children and 11 nuns were killed 
there. 
It IB reported that one slater 


escaped, but If she did so no traoe can 
lie found of hex. 


Of the regular soldiers few remain. 


Twenty-three were drowned at the bar- 
racks at Camp Hawley, and aaven at 
Bolivar. 
One man drifted about in the 


bay until Monday morning, and was 
taken out alive. 


Some order is being brought out of 


chaos, and something like a syBtematld 
attempt is being made to clear th,e debris 
and remove the dead. Idlers are being 
preyed into service at the point of th« 
bayonet and made to work, and a mili- 
'tary cordon Is being drawn tighter and 
tighter about the place. Ev«ry horsi 
end nrule that was left in the city is in 
service. Supplies are coming in from 
'Houston, and the first line of communi- 
cation with the outsld* world was opened 
Tuesday via Texas City. 


Large force* are working on the rall< 


roads and In a few days the people of 
Galveston believe the situation will be 
greatly improved. 


People from Galveston are now numer- 


ous and all tell of a terrible calamity. 
More bodies have been picked up on the 
beach at Virginia Point and Texas City, 
and searching parties are now getting 
into the country betwesn the two points. 
One member of the life saving crews says 
he believe^hat not one-third of the dead 
bodies are being recovered. Many sank 
before reaching the beach, and he be- 
lieves a week will pass before the bay 
gives up all the dead. 


A man who arrived from Galveston 


says that bodies are being cast into the 
gulf with weights attached, as the best 
method of disposing of them, while oth- 
ers are being burled In the sand where 
found. Many of these are unidentified, 
and so the death list will never be known. 
Scores of people are here trying to get 
into Galveston. Many of them claim 
relatives there, but it is not possible to 
r»»ch that city at present. All the small 
boats and tugs in the bayou have been 
taken down to the bay to be used in 
ferriage. 


A horrible story Is told by citizens who 


have returned from Galveston. They 
declare that negroes and many white 
persons arc hourly committing the most 
atrocious acts of vandalism.

with his coat off. This matter was 
submitted to our legal department as 
to what the action of the conductor 
should be under the circumstances.

give below the opinion of our solicitor, 
and you will be governed accordingly: 


" 'I api sorry to note from your letter 


of Aug. 20 tbat it is necessary to give 
the question which is filling the news- 
papers as to the shirt waist man seri- 
ous consideration, for I do not think it 
deserving of a formal r;:le of conduct. 
This Is one of the cat,es where it seema 
to me discretion must be left to the 
conductor. So long as a man is decent' 
ly dressed, whether he has a coat on 
or not, his appearance cannot be of- 
fensive to any sensible person, and as 
one of our objects is to provide for the 
comfort of our passengers I do not see 
•why on purely academic grounds we 
should object to it. The conductor, 
however, Is the person to determine 
this. Where he sees that a man by re- 
moving bis coat affects an offensive 
attitude he ought to suppress the man 
promptly. 
But if no such offense is 


givnn I do not think that he should in- 
terfere.' "

ft large box in the greenhouse. 
I w'as 


handed the key of the box and informed 
'that there was no danger in opening it 
because the serpent .was below wire* net- 
ting and tberefoie I would be able-to 
see it without the chance of it making its 
escape.. 


I accordingly proceeded to the green- 


house, unlocked, the box and opened the 
lid.

dation*, Price* and Ktolei. 


At Vladivostok' we were told there were 


no hotels -in« Khaba-rovk. There wore 
Mono. Th<5re are two public houses called 
hotels, 'and to one- of those, a tVo story 
log house, the London, we accompanied 
our pleasant Russian traveling compan- 
ions. thene are 13 rooms in the London. 
Mr. Martzinkovicli took two for his fam- 
ily, ire took one, and the landlord took 
us all in. To get any room was luck. Ev- 
ery day people were • turne'd away with 
thsir loads of bones and bundles. What 
became of_4hetu is aji unsolved tnystery. 
STuQ disappointed men frowned and said 
l^ard thiDgs, and the women, t ever pa- 
tient and passive, calmly accepted, the 
situation. 


We who were housed .consoled our- 


$elv.es with'oiii" window views of the dis- 
a,ppoi»traont. We had no other consola- 
tion. Our accommodations wcre_rile. At. 
2 ruHes a Say we had the us'e of a rpom 
6 by 12 feet, containing a looking glass 
3 by 5 inches nailed on the wall too 
low for standing use; a 'small metaJ pitch- 
er and basin, the' former never filled ex- 
cept by special request; a single iron bed- 
sftad, th.e wornaut springs of which hail 
been replaced with boards; three shaky 
chairs and a common wooden table. 


The bed hud a sfngle straw mattress 


and a dingy red blanket, an'd the floor 
and table were covered with dirty and 
dilapidated oilcloth. The room was pa- 
pered in bright blue, and the sicgle sash 
«irtaia was of dingy " cotton. Ta'cked 
along the wall be.s':de the bed, probably 
foj» orcataent, tv;is the remnant of an old 
felt pinn<j cover. 


Above the table. on a piece of cardboard 


were fscrawlsd tho following pules: Price 
of room one day, 2 rubles; extra bed, 50 
kopeck,*;' t*a for er.e, 25 'kopecks; tea for' 
tiro, 40 kopecks; dinner (thrf£ -dishes), 1 
ruble; dinner (two dishes)^ 75 kopecks. 
Every person taking a room must pay 
for iWJjours. no matter how short his 
»ta>. J.no person \s uo fcinya one hour 
over 24 rnu.st pay for on extra half dny. 
The person who stays 20 hours must pay 
for 4S hours.— Hotel Woi'.d.

There has been considerable specula- 


tion among the telpgraphle fraternity 
of lute as to the manner of cable and 
telegraphic coramuulcjition 
between 


the TTnitcd, States officials in China and 
tbe home government, and the sugges- 
tions set forth have been far fr«ro con- 
vincing to the knights of tbe key. 


The Wnsliingtori'^Post is in receipt of 


a letter from Samull U. Parke, an old 
time Associated Press operator, living 
at 1178 Perry street, Chicago,' asking 
that some light be thrown on the ques- 
tion, as it would be interesting to those 
who do Associated Press work to know 
whether the Chinese government em- 
ploys English operators and transmits1 
Its commnAications in. English charac- 
ters or if its cipher._ls.f«rwa,rded in 
Chinese characters by Chinese opera- 
tors. 


"If the latter," as]ced Mr. Parke, 


"what, th.€>n, is the nature of the te,le- 
graphte characters—swrely not dots 
and dashes?" 


A importer called at the Chinese le- 


gation the other dfy and had an in- 
teresting chat with Mr. Chung, Min- 
ister Wu's private secretary, on the 
subject. Mr. Chung read -with evident 
interest the letter of inquiry written by 
the Chicago operator and went to 
much pains to explain thoroughly to 
the newspaper man the methods used 
by the Chinese government in its tele- 
graphic service. Mr. Chung said: 


"The operators employed on the lines 


. owned by the Chinese government are 
all natives. The Chinese government 
owns the land lines, but has uo control 
of any submarine cables. Thjy send 
all of their communications tn se.rles of 
figures for a most obvious reason. The 
Chinese language has no alphabet Ev- 
ery word has a symbol. When a child 
in my country is at school, he or ahe 
has to learn from 30,000 to 40,000 sym- 
bols in order to write letters, read 
bocks, etc., instead of the 26 letters of 
the English alphabet. That is why the 
Chinese language is so difficult to mas- 
ter and why a very learned man in my 
country is looked upon with so much 
reverence. 


"When a message is sent over pne of 


the land lines intended for the United 
States, it is transmitted by the native 
operator in'figures, each series of fig- 
ures" representing a word. This is the 
only way the Chinese sentences can 
be telegraphed. When the message 
reaches one of the points connecting 
with tho foreign lines, it is transmitted 
•from the figures inu> Chinese and then 
into English, French, German or Span- 
ish, as the case may be, and is turned 
over to the cable operator." 


G. W. Kibble, 'the Washington mana- 


ger of tbp Postal Telegraph Cable com- 
pany, told ihe reporter many interest- 
ing things about»the cable service to 
China, how it is operated and where 
the present delays'originated.- 


"There are two different cable routes 


to the far east," said Mr. Kibble, "one 
styled the northern and the other east- 
ern. In sending a message over the 
northern it Is subject to 12 relays, 
equivalent to being handled 24 times. 
The northern >j composed largely of 
land lines and goes via New York, 
Canso (Nova Scotia), Watervllle (Ire- 
land), 
London, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, 


Copenhagen, Moscow or St. Peters- 
burg, Onisk, ESaehta, Vladivostok, Na- 
gasaki to Shanghai. The relays be- 
tween Moseow. and St. Petersburg and 
Vladivostok depend entirely upon the 
condition of the land lines. It is on 
this route tUa't BO many interruptions 
have occurred. 


"The eastern »oute is composed al- 


most entirely of submarine cables, on 
which the government has had to de- 
p.und practically altogether owing to 
the frequent interruptions on the land 
lines. A rnes.sage to China over the 
eastern route is subject to 15 relays _or 
being handled 30 times. 
This, the 


shortest possible route, was recently 
made so'by the completion of the new 
commercial line via the Azores islands, 
which lie west of Portugal. This made 
the route from one and a half to'two 
hours shorter. It goes via New York, 
Causo, the Azores, Lisbon, Malta, Alex- 
andria (Egypt), Suez, Aden (India), 
Bombay (on the western sliore 'of In- 
dia), across India, by land lines, to Ma- 
dras, Penang, Sings jore, Saigon (Siam), 
H»ugkong'to Shanghai. 


"Chefu and TaUu, a distance of 


about 000 miles, have heretofore been 
connected solely by dispatch boats, 
but a line has just been completed by 
the laying of a submarine cable ex- 
tending as far as Taku. The point of» 
delay, so irritating to the government 
In the United States, has been between 
•Shanghai and Cbefu, which are con- 
nected by land liQes belonging to tbe 
Chinese governmerit. 
Messages sent 


Tla this route have been eit&ei delayed 
or altered at (be pleasijre. of tl|e native 
officials... TM»J strainer, Fender of the 
Eastern Cable'-.**onjpfiny is now' laying 
•& submarine tiable between Chefu and 
Shanghai, whfch will avoid.the neces- 
sity of using the Chinese. Jinfts between 
those points and will place the cable 
COJlllQlMlleliUGU ilLnJei Cul'cigU CGliUOi. 
JUpon its completion the service from 
the front in China should be subject to 
no more delays than the naturally con- 
gosted condition which the far eastern 
cablf is struggling under. From Taku 
to Tion-tsin the service U under for- 
e!jjn control, but from Tien-tsin to Pe- 
king Uic communication is broken."

A SIX HOURS' SLAUGHTER. 


Avrinl Fate of Go»d<m and 


tiana In the Sudan. 


""What a farce if it did not deal with 


men's lives," wrote Gordon while the 
tragedy in the Sudan was going on hi 
1884 and 1885. 
That series of blunders 


•which, cost so many splendid men is one 
of the unhappiest chapters in British 
history, and the climax of it was one 
of the most frightful massacres in his- 
tory. Gordon, the same "Chinese" Gor- 
don who conquered the Taiping rebellion, 
•was besieged in Khartum. 


He had gone there t& relieve the Egyp- 


tian forces und to get them back home 
or to conquer their enemies. 
His gov- 


ernment wanted him to return, but he 
wrote these words: "I declare positively 
and once for all' that I will not leavo 
the Sudan until every one who wants to 
go down is given the chance to do so, 
unless a government is established which 
relieves roe of the charge. 
Therefore 


if any commissary or letter comes up 
here ordering me to go down I will not 
obey it, but will stay here and fall with 
the town and run all rhka."

SEVEN MEN OVERCOME 


Tunnel Fin Stopped for Two Hours 


and Suffocation Followed 


The ventilating fan for the Hoosac 


tunnel did not run for a couple of 
hours yesterday afternoon, and during 
that time the first suffocation acci- 
dent of any consequence that has hap- 
pened since the fan was first started, 
occurred. There were. sexren men, of 
the gang known as the "miners," who 
were overcome, arid while the affair 
did not result seriously, for a time it 
looked as though the outcome might 
be worse than It was. 


The day was exceptionally "muggy" 


and everybody throughout the region 
suffered more or.less. In the tunnel, 
while the fan was not 'runninir, the 
air was almost unbearable. The min- 
ers, under Foreman Patrfck Goff, were 
working on the raised platform car, 
msDectiner the roof of tue tunnel. 


The men -soon began to 
feel 
the 


effects of the Rases from the engines 
that passed through, and one by one 
they reached a point -where they real- 
ized that their only safety consisted in 
their lying down, on the floor of the 
tunnel. They did so, one'or two of tRo 
men trying to go to the portal, but be- 
ing unsuccessful. Tho flagman, after 
seeing^ that the men were placed be- 
tween the tracks, where they were not 
likely to meet with harm, came to this 
end of the tunnel, and after signaling 
the tracks so that no trains would en- 
ter, he sent to the local station for as- 
sistance. An engine and crew was 
sent to the tunnel irntneclately, and 
the men were brought here. 


Dr. Carr was summoned to attend 


the men. All were in a partiallv un- 
contsciious condition, but with fresh 
air and restoratives were soon a-ble to 
be sent to theTr homes. Although it 
was a close c'all for some of them, 
most of the men were at work todav 
without feeling any ill effects 
from 


their ex-perience. 


This is the flrft time since the fan 


was started that men have been over- 
come in the tunnel in this manner. 
Before the -fan "was put in operation, 
it was a comm'aii thing for the men 
who ware employed in the tunnel to be 
overcome atid on one day 25 men were 
removed from the 
tunnel 
suffertns 


from the effects of the coal sas. It 
was so frequent then that little was 
thought of It, but the. affair of yester- 
day caused considerable excitement on 
account at Its rarity at present.

shire begun, yesterday mornlnlr at ft 
o'clock in Pittafleld and lasted a little 
less than four houra There were prf'H- 
ent Chieff Justice 
Oliver 
Wendell 


Holmes of Boston, Marcus P. Knmvl- 
ton of Springfield, James M. Morton 
of Pall Kiver, John Latbrop of Boston 
and John \V. Hammond of Cambridjc 
A number of prominent attorneys ofs 
the county were there, irvcludms Mar-- 
shal Wiloox of Pittsfield, Miss Har- 
riet L.. Kilbourna of Groat BarrinRton, 
ex-Congressman J(Jhn C. Crosby an-i 
ex-District Attorney Charles E. Hib- 
bard. After invocation, by Pwev. Dr. 
W. V. W. Davis, the business of the 
session \\as taken up at onre, and 
the first cas'; argned was that of Nor- 
man L. Millard, administrator, ag-auisr 
Prances M. Brayton. 


The case of the plaintiff was ar;rued 


by Oslonel Andrew Pottfer of this city, 
while the defendant was renresented 
by Charles K. Hurke of Pittsfleld. This 
stilt grew ovit of n life insurance ?nUcy 
taken out by the late Shubal W. Bray- 
ton for $10,000 in favor of his first v.'ife 
She died, leaving a son and

daughters, all c-f whom died without 
issue, but the two daughters left hus- 
bands, who are still livmE.

Women Singers i;i Ghohs 


Mention, was roaele yesterday of the 


opinion of Rev. E. S. Fitzgerald of the 
Springfield cathedral that the rertorte'd 
order from Rome enforcing' the rule pro 
hibiting TToman singers in the choirs 
of Catholic churches would not affect 
this country. The matter has aroused 
much interest throughout the country, 
aad a well known Catholic clei-gy- 
mani who was interviewed spoke as 
follows of it: 


"A magnificent adjumri! to the cere- 


monial of' the church in our city and 
generally has been the'rendition of the 
solemn service by efficient and well 
trained solcxsjts, and choruses. In fact, 
tho churrh has bee"n the patron and 
exponent of much of the £i-and'e?t mu- 
sic extant, ana it will not be denied 
that the usage lias been a powerful 
factor in the material advancement of 
Church interests. 


"In, many parts of Burope, 
the 


church has Ions since forbidden the 
female voice in the divine service, or 
evep. at vesper service. Many abuses 
rose from the fact that or, or-c-aeions of 
unusual ceremony, the opera or con- 
cert stage was enlisted, and often the 
church service suffered in solemnity 
from the fact that persons notorious 
for the irregularity of their livesi were 
permitted to take a prominent part in 
the singing. In Italy, it is strictlv 
prohibited that any but males sing in 
the church. Choral and solo parts of 
the mass are rendered by male son- 
ranos, altos, tenors and basses. Soroe- 
tmes' the effect of such shining is su- 
perb and .devotional—often* it is simply 
dreadful to hoar. 


"In" many parts of France, Germany 


and England, similar restraints 
are 


ptilced unon the female voice in the 
church, but the pla'ln chant of Pales- 
trina music predominates, and being 
more aornbrej or of the recto tono style, 
It'is seldom disagreeable or (religious. 
It; seems such is' the style of music 
which, ff tho report be true, it fs now 
proposed tot cultivate in'the Catholic 
church o'f the'ignited States. Perhaps 
thft recent report is simply a canru^l, 
but while it is a fact that & chance in 
church music has been earneattv dis- 
cussed by higfl officials of the" ministry, 
it is nevertheless, a matter 'which -will 
give rise tr> much concern amone tho 
Catholip laity, and to no »mall dc- 
ifrcf of i-PureV that fin«, classical mu- 
sic may be eliminated froiiviue cU-uii.Ii 
service.
